OMI NEWS 


San  Francisco  State,  in  its  79th  year,  enters  its  current 
spring  semester  with  a  somewhat  smaller  student  body  than 
last  fall,  which  is  traditional  for  spring.  Some  23,000  folks  are 
now  on  campus  at  19th  &  Holloway,  compared  to  an  enroll¬ 
ment  last  year  of  23,300  at  this  time. 

Dr.  Charles  Stone,  Director  of  Admissions  &  Records,  says 
that  this  spring’s  drop  is  because  of  fewer  applications  from 
the  community  colleges.  He  attributes  it  to  an  overall 
dwindling  population  of  college-bound  people. 

San  Francisco  State  had  a  record  enrollment  of  more  than 
24,000  students  last  fall,  a  sharp  contrast  to  the  6,812  atten¬ 
dance  on  the  Lake  Merced  campus  in  1954  when  the  school 
was  opened  in  this  area  after  55  years  downtown.

THE  BRAVE  33 

They  said  the  firehouse  was  haunted.  It  has  stood  on  Broad 
Street  near  Plymouth  since  18%,  the  pride  of  Engine  33,  a 
horse-drawn  pumper-rig  that  protected  the  Ocean  View 
neighborhood  for  nearly  80  years  without  failing  day  or  night. 

It  was  converted  for  motor-driven  trucks,  late.  With  the 
narrow  doors  only  allowing  one  thin  truck,  the  firehouse  was 
obsolete.  It  was  closed  in  1974,  classified  as  surplus  property 
by  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department.  But  people  still  saw 
dim  lights  in  the  buildings  and  heard  strange  noises, 
especially  on  dark  foggy  nights.  The  sounds  and  ghostly  Ap¬ 
paritions  were  reported  in  the  spring  —  April  —  when  the  ear¬ 
ly  summer  fog  would  swirl  in  thick  clouds  down  Broad  Street. 
They  said  these  were  the  voices  and  workings  of  the  30  men 
who  took  turns  manning  the  firehouse  during  those  horse- 
drawn  days.  Men  who  had  died  long  ago.  Men  who  on  the 
night  of  the  Great  Fire  of  ’06  pitted  their  strength  against  the 
flames.  Even  the  men  of  the  Brave  33  were  called  to  save  the 
downtown.  Called,  but  too  late. 

Robert  Katzman  bought  the  firehouse  at  auction  and 
moved  in  last  fall.  Mr.  Katzman  is  an  ascetic  young  man 
whose  eyes  twinkle  in  a  leprechaunish  manner.  He  becomes 
animated  as  he  speaks  of  the  firehouse,  and  obviously 
relishes  the  prospect  of  refurbishing  and  restoring  the  tall 
dignified  Victorian  building. 

The  firehouse  is  in  remarkably  good  condition,  the  founda¬ 
tion  is  solid  and  the  walls  so  thick  they  shut  out  even  the  rattl¬ 
ing  of  the  trolleys  that  continually  pass  by.  There  is  a  hush 
about  the  building,  as  if  it  waits  for  something.  Perhaps  it 
waits  for  the  sound  of  the  alarm  again,  calling  the  Brave  33  to 
action. 

The  building  has  two  floors  with  18  foot  ceilings.  There  are 
large  sunny  windows  looking  out  on  Broad  Street  and  onto  a 
small  garden  to  the  rear.  The  kitchen  is  almost  as  it  was  at 
the  turn  of  the  century,  except  the  expected  huge  black  stove 
is  replaced  with  a  modern  white  range,  looking  incongruous 
under  the  galvanized  restaurant  hood.  All  is  immaculate, 
carefully  kept,  first  by  the  firemen  and  now  by  Mr.  Katzman. 

There  is  a  story  that  the  Captain  of  the  33  would  hold  a 
white-glove  inspection  weekly,  and  if  a  speck  of  dust  was 
found,  even  on  the  horses,  the  man  in  charge  would  be  docked 
ten  days’  pay. 

In  the  drying  tower,  where  the  hoses  were  hung  after  being 
used,  there  is  a  dove  cote-like  room  where  the  firemen  would 
hide  out  from  the  captain  occasionally.  The  tower  is  over 
three  stories  tall,  rising  over  sixty  feet  above  the  street.  Here 
they  hid  and  indulged  their  fantasies  in  graffiti  that  describe 
the  captain  in  unglowing  terms. 

Mr.  Katzman  is  charmed  by  the  firehouse  and  finds  it  a 
welcome  home.  He  says  tht  he  has  lived  in  haunted  houses 
before  in  the  New  England  area  and  adds  that  he  has  not  run 
into  any  ghosts  at  the  firehouse.  But  it  is  not  spring  yet  and 
the  fog  hasn’t  swirled  in,  thick  and  pale,  cloaking  Broad 
Street  in  mystery.  Maybe  in  the  spring  when  the  anniversary 
of  the  Great  Fire  comes  near,  maybe  the  bells  will  clang 
again  and  the  faint  sounds  of  horses  neighing,  harnesses 
creaking,  and  the  shouts  of  the  men  from  the  Brave  33  will  be

Unlike  the  hula  hoop  or 
swallowing  goldfish,  the 
skateboard  seems  here  to 
stay.  Each  year  thousands  of 
youngsters  and  adults  alike 
are  attracted  to  the  sport, 
trying  new  and  more 
dangerous  stunts  and  seek¬ 
ing  bigger  and  better  thrills. 
And  with  the  stunts  come 
more  accidents.  Injuries  re¬ 
quiring  hospital  treatment 
have  soared  to  over  100,00  a 
year  nationally.  Twenty- 
eight  people  have  died  in 
skateboard  accidents  since 
1975. 

The  number  of  accidents 
can  be  reduced  if 
skateboarders  use  safety 
equipment  and  take  a  few 
precautions.  The  use  of 
safety  equipment  —  such  as 
helmets,  knee  and  elbow 
pads,  and  gloves  —  is  very 
important  (and  should  be 
worn  at  all  times  while 
skateboarding.)  Shoes  with 
crepe  soles  —  for  good 
footing  -  should  also  be  worn. 
And  heed  these  precautions : 


always  be  alert  for  cars 
entering  or  leaving 
driveways.  Do  not  ride  on 
crowded  sidewalks.  Make 
sure  your  skateboard  is  in 
good  condition  and  meets 
safety  standards.  Don’t  bor¬ 
row  someone  else’s 
skateboard.  Most  important¬ 
ly,  be  sure  you  know  how  to 
ride  your  board  properly. 
Parents  should  not  permit  a 
child  who  is  too  young  to 
have  the  proper  coordination 
to  have  a  skateboard. 

Because  of  the  numerous 
complaints  received  by  the 
Police  Department,  the 
Crime  Prevention  Unit 
recommends  that  all 
skateboarders  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  Traffic 
Code  Section,  which 
regulates  the  use  of 
skateboards.  The  Section 
prohibits  the  use  of  a 
skateboard  on  any  sidewalk 
within  a  business  district 
and  on  any  roadway 
(anywhere)  within  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  It  also  prohibits  the 
use  of  a  skateboard  on  any 
roadway  or  sidewalk  at 
nighttime.  Skateboarders 
must  always  yield  the  right 
of  way  to  pedestrians  and 
vehicles. 

If  every  skateboarder 
would  fdllow  the  above 
regulations  and  use  the  pro¬ 
per  equipment,  the  sport 
would  continue  to  grow  and 
become  safe  and  enjoyable 
for  everyone. 

In  the  OMI,  a  safe  skate 
board  area  has  been  created 
at  Brotherhood  Way  Rec. 
area  located  at  the  foot  of 
Head  Street,  south  of  Ran 
dolph  Street.

Property  Tax  Postponement 
AB  1070 


Most  of  California’s  older 
homeowners  can  now 
postpone  payment  of  their 
property  taxes,  according  to 
Speaker  of  the  Assembly  Leo 
T.  McCarthy. 

Legislation  signed  by  the 
Governor  allows  low  and 
moderate  .  income 
homeowners  over  62  to  defer 
payment  of.  part  or  all  of 
their  residential  property 
taxes,  beginning  with  the 
payment  due  on  December 
10,  1977. 

Speaker  McCarthy  said 
the  measure  was  passed  by 
State  lawmakers  to  help  the 
thousands  of  older  home- 
owners  in  danger  of  losing 
their  homes  because  of  fixed 
income  and  rapidly  increas¬ 
ing  local  property  taxes. 

Claimants  must  be  62 
years  of  age  or  older  as  of 
December  31,  1976,  own  and 
occupy  their  home  at  the 
time  of  filing,  have  at  least  a 
20  percent  equity  in  the  pro¬ 
perty,  and  have  a  total  in¬ 
come  of  $20,000  or  less.  In  the 
case  of  a  married  couple,  on¬ 
ly  one  spouse  must  be  62; 
however,  any  other  co-owner 
must  meet  all  of  the  filing  re¬ 
quirements,  including  the 
age  requirement. 


One  other  important  re¬ 
quirement  is  that  the  home 
must  have  a  homeowner’s 
exemption.  This  excludes 
$1,750  of  the  assessed  value 
from  taxation,  reducing  the 
amount  of  property  taxes  to 
be  postponed,  McCarthy 
said. 

To  eventually  recover  the 
postponed  taxes,  the  State 
Controller  will  place  a  lien 
on  the  property  for  the 
amount  postponed.  The  law 
also  provides  for  an  interest 
oharge  of  seven  percent  a 
year  to  be  added  to  the  lien 
amount. 

The  postponed  taxes  and 
interest  will  be  recovered 
after  the  property  is  sold  or 
the  claimant  ceases  to  oc¬ 
cupy  the  residence. 

For  more  information 
about  the  program, 
homeowners  should  call  the 
nearest  Franchise  Tax 
Board.

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So  said  Commodore  John  D.  Sloat,  July  7, 1846  and  Mexican 
California  became  annexed  to  the  United  States. 

Commodore  Sloat  was  the  commander  of  the  Pacific  Fleet 
in  1846,  not  a  great  responsibility  in  1846  but  important 
enough  to  be  the  one  to  raise  the  American  flag  over 
Monterey  and  declare  California  a  part  of  a  great  empire. 

Commodore  Sloat  School,  built  in  1924,  rebuilt  in  1976,  car¬ 
ries  out  a  nautical  theme  and  adding  to  that  theme  will  soon 
be  an  anchor  acquired  by  the  Building  Committee,  Sandy 
Goldberg,  chairwoman,  with  the  aid  of  the  U.S.  Navy  and  the 
579th  Engineer  Battalion  of  the  California  Army  National 
Guard. 

The  anchor  was  officially  accepted  by  Commodore  Sloat 
Elementary  School  on  November  19, 1977  and  is  now  undergo¬ 
ing  repairs  and  painting  at  Fort  Funston. 

The  5,000  lb.  anchor  is  5  feet  8  inches  in  height  and  3V2  feet 
wide  at  it  widest  point.  It  is  planned  to  be  placed  on  a  founda¬ 
tion  in  the  front  lawn  facing  Junipero  Serra  Blvd.,  the 
ceremony  should  be  in  the  late  spring.
